The amendment filed 1 1/1/2010 would require further consideration and/or search of the prior art. For example, previously, claim 1 
required only one of a) a VAR of at least 1 W/cm3; b) a density of 2.7 or less; OR c) a size range of about 1 00 nm to about 200 microns. 
As amended, the claims would require both a VAR of at least 1 W/cm3 AND a density of 2.7 or less. Accordingly, the scope of the claims 
has changed and would require further consideration and/or search. 
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
